Changes Made to VEC Program 


The Volunteer Examiner program has been in effect 
in Evansville since February 1985. During this’ period 
the VE's have conducted 7 sessions, serving 101 
candidates. Of these there were 5e upgrades, the result 
of passing 1,2,or 3 elements. 

The FCC has made some changes. A Certificate of 
Successful Completion (CSCE) can now be given a 
candidate who passes a written exam. Previously, this 
was only given for successful completion of a code exam. 
Now, if a candidate applying for an Extra Class license 
fails the 20 wpm code test but passes the written, he 
will be given a (CSCE) for the written element good for 
one year. 

The test fee has been changed from $4.25 to $4.35. 
A new Form 610 will be placed in circulation later this 
year. Those active in the VE program are WSBC, WSCM, 
NSCUK, NSDEO, NSDYE, KASEIV, WSFHA, WBSFNN, AKSG, WSGJ, 
WOSHUK, N4XI, OKSJB, WBSVSQ and AESZ. Any licensed ham 
over 18 years of age and in good standing, who holds an 
Advanced or Extra Class license and would like to become 
a VE, please contact me for a VE application form.

There are 
two bulletin boards in 
Evansville which have 
autoforwarding capabilities 
nationwide. Novices also 
will be able to use voice 
for reliable local 
communications. 

There are 1.5 million 
radio amateurs worldwide, 
including 420,000 in this 
country, who are enjoying 
these new opportunities. 
We're delighted with the 
FCC's decision, because it 
means anyone who might be 
interested can join in 
after just a Few months) of 
study.

Q: Will Novices be able to 
operate through repeaters? 
A: Yes 


Q: What if the repeater 
input is in the Novice 
subband, but the -output 


Frequency is outside of the 
subband? 

A: No Problem. As long as 
the Novice is transmitting 
inside the Novice subband, 
it makes no difference 
where the repeater output 
is. The repeater output 
could even be in another 
band entirely. 


Q: I'm a Volunteer 
Examiner. In the future how 
will I know if a Technician 
who wants to upgrade to 
General has already passed 
Elements 3(A) and 3(B), or 
a new Technician who has 
only passed Element 3(A)? 
A: Technician class 
amateurs licensed prior to 
Novice Enhancement and who 
wish to upgrade will be 
asked to bring some proof 
of this to the examination 
session. Obviously, a copy 
of their Technician license 
dated prior to Novice 
Enhancement is the easiest 
proof. 


Q: Can I modify my old AM 
CB rig to operate on the 
Novice 10-meter subband? 

A: NO. Novices can only 
operate CW and SSB on the 
Phone segment of the Novice 
subband from 28.3 to 28.5 
MHz.
